ly-Samples of collonsccd should be 
sent to the Plant Board at Little 
Rock. There is no charge for test- 
ing. If the seed is lo be sold, how 
ever, a permit lag must bo obtain- 
ed for each bag. The germination 
percentage will be printed on these 
tags. Tests arc usually slarled the 
same day Ihe samples are receiv- 
ed, and completed in from three 
lo twelve days. 


Only collonseed is lesled at Liltle 
Rock. Samples of all other seeds 
should be sent lo Ihe Planl Board's 
Seed Laboratory at Fayelteville, in 
sending samples, Ihe owner should 
state whether the seed is to 
be 
sold, or whether the test is just for 
his own information. 


Control of 
Potato Black 
Rot Important 


How to control sweet 
potato 


black rot is important information 
for Hempstead couny 
farmers, 


says. County Agent Oliver L. Ad 
ams, 


Sweet potatoes arc 
commonly 
grown for home use, commercially 
tor the market or for processing. 
Considerable losses result annually 
from failure to control diseases of 
this crop. The most important of 
tnese diseases 
in 
Hempstead 
County is black rot. It causes loss- 
es by attacking the roots of tho 
plant in field, by killing sprouts 
growing from diseased poatoes in 
th^ecdbed and by producing a se- 
rious storage rot-. No varielies of 
sweet potatoes rtow produced are 
known to be immune. Control mea- 
sures consist of Sanitary measures, 
crop rotation, and seed treatment 


Black rot control should be 
a 
part of the hotbed preparation. If 
possible, a new bed should 
be 
made on fresh land riot contamiri- 
aled in any way from refuse of 
lasl year's crop. The framework of 
the hotbed should be 
thoroughly 
sprinkled wilh formaldehide, 
one 
pml in 30 gallons of water, or with 
a solution of borax made by dissol- 
ving 6 pounds in 30 gallons of wat- 
er. The soil or sand in which the 
potatoes are to be bedded should 
be oblained 
from 
uncultivaled 
ground, afler removing Ihe lop two 
or three inches. 


Seed treatment is probably the 
most effective single practice 
in 
control of black rot and certain ot- 
her diseases. Carefully go over the 
tubers and throw out all those with 
wounds or decayed spols, Counly 
Agent Adams advises. Then im- 
merse the seed for 10 minutes in 
a solution of borax of the strength 
given above (6 pounds in 30 gallons 
of water). The bgj-ax solution does 
not need to be renewed, bul can 
be used as long as Ihere is suffi- 
cient solution left to complelcly co- 
verthe seed.

Russia Ready to 
Give Dairen 
Port fo China 


Washington, March 25 —(IP)—Rus- 


sia has notified the United States 
that she is ready to take "appro- 
private steps" to carry out an agre 
mcnt lo give China the controls of 
the Manchurian port of Dairen, the 
Stale Department announced 
to- 


day. 
The Soviet notification was in re- 
sponse to an American note to Mos- 
cow and Nanking, expressing hope 
that the "current unsatisfactory sit- 
uation" at Dairen could be settled 
sonn. 


The Russian reply 
Feu. 27. 
was dated 


Press Officer Lincoln White said 
the United Stales in the last few 
days had expressed hope that Rus- 
sia and China would complete nec- 
essary arrangements for the trans- 
fer "in the near future." 


Dairen has been under Soviet 
military control since the Russians- 
moved into Manchuria in Ihc clos- 
ing days of the war with Japan.

Only cottonseed is tested at Little 
Rock. Samples of all other seeds 
should be sent to the Plant Board's 
Seed Laboratory nl Fayetteville, in 
sending samples, the owner should 
state whether the seed is to

his own information. 


Control of 
Potato Black 
Rot Important 


How to control sweet 
potato 


j black rot is important information

Sweet potatoes arc 
commonly 
grown for home use, commercially 
lor the market or for processing. 
Considerable losses result annually 
Irom failure to control diseases of 
this crop. The most important of 
these diseases 
in 
Hempstead 
County is black rot. It causes loss- 
es by attacking the roots of the 
plant in field, by killing sprouts 
growing from diseased .poatocs in 
the/jSeodbed and by producing a se- 
rioCts storage rotj No varieties of 
sweet potatoes now produced are 
known to be immune. Control mea- 
sures consist of sanitary measures, 
crop rotation, and seed treatment 


Black rot control should be 
a 
part of the hotbed preparation. If 
possible, a new bed should 
be 
made on fresh land not contamin- 
ated in any way from refuse of 
last year's crop. The framework of 
the hotbed should be 
thoroughly 
sprinkled with formaldchide, 
one 
pint in 30 gallons of water, or with 
a solution of borax made by dissol- 
ving 6 pounds in 30 gallons of wat- 
er. The soil or sand in which the 
potatoes arc to bo bedded should 
be obtained 
from 
uncultivated 
ground, after removing the top two 
or three inches. 


Seed treatment is probably the 
most effective single practice 
in 
control of black rot and certain ot- 
her diseases. Carefully go over the 
tubers and throw out all those with 
wounds or decayed spots, County 
Agent Adams advises. Then im- 
merse the seed for 10 minutes in 
a solution of borax of the strength 
given above (6 pounds in 30 gallons 
of water). The boj-ax solution does 
not need to be renewed, but can ' 
be used as long as there is suffi- 
cient solution left to completely co- 
vcrthe seed.

Rowekamp's views were echoed 
by other rescue workers who 'said 
that not a single victim has been 
taken alive from the mine since 
Tuesday night several hours after 
the explosion.

Fort Worth, Tex., March 27 — 


(UP)— The world's biggest bomb- 
er, the XB-36, was all in one piece 
today, thanks to a civilian 
test 


pilot who risked his life to bring 
his $20,000,000 plane down with a 
damaged landing gear. 


After all but one of his crew had 


obeyed his orders to "bail out," 
the pilot, W. A. Erickson, 30, land- 
ed the 139-ton plane last night on a 
broken landing gear — a feat that 
army air force experts said was 
almost impossible. 


The XB-36 is the only plane in 


the world which can take a full 
load of bombs and make a round- 
trip from the United States to any 
inhabited area in the world. 
Observers* drew a parallel be- 


tween Erickson's daring and that 
of proud sea captains who 
have 


gone down with their 'ships rather 
than abandon them. Erickson and 
his co-pilot, G. S. Green, 33, who 
refused to bail out, were at the 
controls when the plane made its 
maiden flight last June. 


They had helped put.it through 
tests ever since it was built 
by 


Consolidated Vultee Air Corpora- 
tion. Now 
in 
the 
experimental 


stage, the plane is scheduled for 
formal acceptance by the'army air 
forces next June. It has a tail as 
tall as a four-story building. It can 
fly eight miles above the earth and 
travel 10,000 miles full loaded and 
return. 


The plane was crippled on 
its 


take-off from the Fort Worth army 
air base at 12:30 p. m. yesterday, 
when a side brace strut on 
the 


main landing gear broke off from 
a wing connection. It left one wheel 
'dangling as the plane soared into 
the air. 


In 
addition 
E r i c k s o n and 
Green, 
12 crew members 
were 


aboard the silver 
sky 
monster. 


They were army air force men 
from Wright Field O., Corsair's ci- 
vilian experts and observers from 
companies which supplied parts for 
the plane. 


About 4 o'clock 
Erickson 
or- 
dered the men to "bail out." He 
circled back and forth over a high- 
way and one after another the men 
jumped. Seven of them were in- 
jured, none seriously, when they hit 
the ground on the outskirts of Fort 
Worth. 


A little later Erickson radioed 


that he would try to crash land on 
the air field, one of the few in the 
nation large enough 
and 
strong 


enough to handle the XB-3G. 
No 


one had ordered him to try it. But 
no one objected, cither. 
Officials 


wore anxious to save the multi-mil- 
lion dollar plane. 


For two hours he circled slowly 


above the field exhausting his gas- 
oline supply. Crash 
wagons 
and 


army ambulances stood by. The 
air grew calmer and a crowd of 2, 
000 persons gathered near the army 
field to watch. Many of them had 
scon crew members parachuting to 
safety.. 


Army Air Foi'cc experts at the 


field told reporters it would be al- 
most impossible to land the plane 
without perfect landing gear. 


Al 6:20 p. m. the plane came in 


for a landing. Erickson banked the 
plane slightly to the 
left 
as it 


touched the runway, maintaining 
the bulk of weight on the left main 
gear and nose gear. 
The 
plane 


rolled to a stop. It was a perfect 
landing. Erickson and Green got 
out and calmly directed the ground 
crew to roll the plane 
into 
its 


hangar. 


Reporters and the spectators were 


kept away from the secret plane. 
Erickson and Green were whisked 
away. 


Roland G. Mayer. Fort Worth

"A most difficult landing was 


satisfactorily accomplished." 


He said it would take several 


weeks tu repair the damaged land- 
ing gear. Then, test flights will con- 
tinue.

The 
American people had to prove that 
a person so accused had this final 
puipose in his own mind.

New York lawyer who was fired 
from an important job with the War 
Manpower Commission because lie 
had been active in a thing called 
the American Peace Mobilix.alion. 
This was one of those letterhead 
md - propaganda 
outfits 
which 


sprouted in New York when Hitler 
.md Stalin became Allies in their 
noble joint resistance to the foul 
aggression of 'imperial Poland. It 
carried on, opposing our own mil- 
itary and industrial 
preparations 


for war and Roosevelt's policy of 
assistance to Great Britain 'and 
France until suddenly, in June, 
1941, 
Hitler, that double-crossing, 


bloody-handed despot, jumped 
on 


Stalin and the peace-loving Soviet 
government. Then, within 
a 
few 


days, it changed its name to the 
American 
people's 
mobilix.ation 


and hollered for help for Russia 
and Great Britain. The war ceased 
to be a Polish and British imperi- 
alistic war and became a people's 
war. Curiously, throughout the life 
of the American peace mobilix.ation. 
it found itself on the side of those 
vehement Americans such as Char- 
les Lindbergh who were called Fas- 
cists I <_cn !>(. they also thought we 
ought to keep out of the mess, and 
continued to say so right down to 
the hour oC Pearl Harbor. 


A long time after Pearl Harbor, 
Elmer Davis, our own director of 
war propaganda, said he had de- 
vised his own personal method of 
deciding whether a person was a 
Communist 
or 
pro-Communist. 


Anyone who switched over on the 
war issue when Russia was attack- 
ed was. Now the lest has become 
law. The United States Civil Service 
Commission adoptco it and invoked 
it as a reason to fire this lawyer,

court has refused to consider the 
fellow's appeal. This means in very 
practical effect that the Supreme 
court, as of this moment, recognizes 
the Davis test and regards the de- 
cisions of the commission, the dis- 
rict court and the Court of Appeals 
as Jegal and just.

Until a few days ago our Supreme 


court held that a person could co- 
operate willi the Communists 
or 


any other group committed to the 
violent overthrow of our 
govern- 


ment, associate with them and cn- 
list their help and still be no Com- 
munist provided we could not prove 
:hat lie personally advocated that 
final parposc of such .enemies. The 
American people had to prove that 
a person so accused had this final 
puipose in his own mind. The pco- 
alc did prove it in this case to the 
satisfaction of the lower courts, but 
the Supreme court wouldn't believe 
it 


But now look. 
The same court now tells us that 


a man may be adjudged a Com- 
munist if he just, changes his mind 
on a given question. 


This came down in the case of a | 


New York lawyer who was fired 
from an important job with the War 
Manpower Commission because lie 
had been active in a thing called 
the American Peace Mobilix.alion. 
This was one of those letterhead 
md - propaganda 
outfits 
which 


sprouted in New York when Hitler 
.md Stalin became Allies in their 
noble joint resistance to the foul 
aggression of 'imperial Poland. It 
carried on, opposing our own mil- 
itary and industrial 
preparations 


for war and Roosevelt's policy of 
assistance to Great Britain 'and 
France until suddenly, in June, 
1941, 
Hitler, that double-crossing, 


bloody-handed despot, jumped 
on 


Stalin and the peace-loving Soviet 
government. Then, within 
a 
few 


days, it changed its name to the 
American 
people's 
mobilix.ation 


and hollered for help for Russia 
and Great Britain. The war ceased 
to be a Polish and British imperi- 
alistic war and became a people's 
war. Curiously, throughout the life 
of the American peace mobilix.ation. 
it found itself on the side of those 
vehement Americans such as Char- 
les Lindbergh who were called Fas- 
cists I <_cn !>(. they also thought we 
ought to keep out of the mess, and 
continued to say so right down to 
the hour oC Pearl Harbor. 


A long time after Pearl Harbor, 
Elmer Davis, our own director of 
war propaganda, said he had de- 
vised his own personal method of 
deciding whether a person was a 
Communist 
or 
pro-Communist. 


Anyone who switched over on the 
war issue when Russia was attack- 
ed was. Now the lest has become 
law. The United States Civil Service 
Commission adoptco it and invoked 
it as a reason to fire this lawyer, 
the two lower federal courts ap- 
proved it and now the 
Supreme 


court has refused to consider the 
fellow's appeal. This means in very 
practical effect that the Supreme 
court, as of this moment, recognizes 
the Davis test and regards the de- 
cisions of the commission, the dis- 
rict court and the Court of Appeals 
as Jegal and just. However, this 
tiling svas done under a special war- 
time regulation of the Civil Service 
Commission, so perhaps the same 
fellow would be vindicated in time 
of peace. I thought Davis' test was. 
all right long before he propounded 
it. I applied it to Mrs. Roosevelt's 
friend, Joe Curran, the president of 
the National Maritime Union,' and 
to other friends of herself while 
she and Mr. Big were giving them 
plenty of character. But I always 
thought it was weal: law because 
it meant that a

1 pi positions. Forgive me it 


yo.i can, but I agree with the Com- 
munists and Henry Wallace, who 
agrees with them almost entirely 
as well as I can judge, that we 
don't belong in that mess in Greece 
and ought to get out of Europe as 
fast as we can. My reasons seem 
not to be the same ,but we do

f- on the proposition. The Com- 


munists and Wallace think Presi- 
dent Truman's proposal is a step 
toward war. So do I. But I think 
also that war is inevitable 
with 
Russia because it is so written in 
the book of Lenin and the book -of 
Stalin and 1 figure that we ought 
to reoruanixo our country and our 
strength instead of sprawling 
all 


over a lot of no-account outposts 
and squandering our efforts on de- 
bilitated nations and peoples whom 
we can't support anyway. Yes, 
squandering our efforts. Squander- 
ing Ihe work of our people.

Our govern- 
ment puts up the money. Where 
does it come from? From our in- 
come taxes.

nists. They are enemies of 
my 


country and therefore- my enemies 
and I say our constitution should
